when Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was President.

White House, which in previ- 
ous years experienced the 
Case of the Kidnaped Squirrel 
and the Case of the Distressed 
Starlings, now is involved in 
the Case of the Make-Believe 
Bongo. 


Many will recall the mysteri- 


ous disappearance from the 
White House grounds of in- 
numerable g r a y squirrels 
when Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was President. 


Eventually the word leaked 


out: Groundskeepers were kid- 
naping the squirrels lest they 
disturb 
Eisenhower's back- 


yard putting green, and were 
transporting them 
to 
new 


woodland freedom in the Vir- 
ginia countryside. 


Then, early in 1962, when 


John F. Kennedy was Presi- 
dent, press secretary Pierre 
Salinger was asked why many 
a starling — a noisy 
and 


untidy bird—had disappeared 


from the stately trees sur- 
rounding the White House. 


Salinger owned up: A re- 


cording of a distressed star- 
ling was being piped through 
three mounted loudspeakers, 
hopefully to warn fellow star- 
lings away. 


As Salinger disclosed in his 


memoirs, there was good rea- 
son for the effort—starlings 
respect n e i t h e r historical 
landmarks 
like the White 


House, nor personages like the 


President. 


"We all bought hats," he 


wrote. 


The starling-in-distress re- 


cording has been resounding 
about the White House for 
more than five years—but the 
birds are still there in force. 


The final mystery—The Case 


of the Make-Believe Bongo—is 
an example of the failure of 
the art of treelop high-fidelity. 


Perhaps because the same 


record has been blaring for 


five years, there now seem to 
be more starlings than ever. 


So a White House grounds- 


keeper has been dispatched at 
dusk to walk about the front 
lawn with a stiff cardboard 
carton in one hand and a stick 
in the other. 


But the more he beats the 


carton, or so it seems to those 
who have watched him, the 
more the lofty starlings am- 
plify their squawks and mag- 
nify their other activities.
